IN COOK COUNTY 


January Registrations 
Show Gains for 
11 Companies 


By WALTER BERMINGHAM 
HICAGO, Feb. 21—Gains in 
new car registrations in Cook 
county for the opening month of 
the year were scored by eleven 
companies. Total registrations, 
however, were 201 under January 
last year, with 4,382 last month 

and 4,583 in January, 1927. 

Dealers and distributors in this 
district are elated over the show- 
ing because of the marked slump in 
December sales. They feel opti- 
mistic because of the January re- 
turns and anticipate that the next 
few months will show gains over 
last year. In December only 1,496 
new car registrations were reported. 


Considering that only five Ford | 


registrations are shown in the Jan- 


uary listings and the fact that this | 


make had’ 390 for the same month 
last year, the trade here is inclined 
to regard the figures for last month 
as indicating a gain over 1927. It 
is expected that the new Ford car 
registrations will figure more or less 
prominently in the February re- 
turns. 


Chevrolet led the field last month 


by a large margin, the state capital | 


reporting 1,100 registrations. This | 
was a gain of 57.5 per cent. over | 
January, 1927, when 698 were regis- 
tered. 

Buick was next in order with 505, 
while Hudson-Essex stood third with 
a combined total of 344, leading the 
groups. Of this total Essex had 188 
and Hudson 156. 

Studebaker-Erskine made even a 
better showing than Chevrolet in 
the percentage of gain, taking 
fourth place with a combined total 
of 289, as against 168 last year. 
Erskine did not figure in the 1927 
registrations for January; thus 
Studebaker’s individual showing was 
all the more remarkable because of 
the total this car had 253 registra-

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Insurance Does Not Prevent Accidents 
|* A RECENT statement issued by Ethelbert Stewart, | 

United States commissioner of labor statistics, made | 
public through the National Safety Council, Mr. 


Stewart | 
notes a startling progressive increase in industrial acci-| 
dents in this country. “While a few thousand manufac- 
turers are doing an enormous amount of safety work, more 
than 90 per cent. of American manufacturers are doing prac-| 


tically nothing to prevent accidents,” the commissioner | 
states. Then he proceeds with the indictment: “Too many | 


employers have settled down to a smug reliance on the oper-| 
ation of workmen's compensation laws, which aren’t solving 
the safety problem.” 

Mr. Stewart has placed his finger on a funda- 
mental failing of human nature. With compensation 
provided for the injured person, the normal ten- 
dency is to sit back and let the accident happen. This 
sounds brutal, but it is simply the inevitable working 
cut of human carelessness when it is relieved of the 
fear of having to pay for the results of its neglect. 

This has always been the soundest argument that | 
can be advanced against compulsory insurance. | 
Relieving the careless driver of the burden of fear of | 
financial loss through his behavior behind the wheel 
is certainly not going to make him more cautious. 
There is every reason to expect an increase in the 
number of accidents with compulsory insurance in 
effect. We believe that when real figures are avail- 
able far Massachusetts, an increase will be shown. 

We would not elaim that workmen’s compensation is not} 
a good thing and compulsory insurance may prove to be | 
equally beneficial, but the point we want to emphasize is) 
that there is no proof in the latter case up to the present! 
time. Massachusetts has made an experiment. Officials} 
claim that it is proving a splendid success. Other people in} 
the Bay State claim that it is anything but a success. Until | 
we have definite’ figures to go upon; and for more than | 
a period of a single year, we cannot form a definite opinion. | 
In the meantime other states would be displaying scant 
vision by rushing into this untried type,of legislation.
